He cannot fail to have 
accumulated an immense fund of first hand information 
on actual Western conditions, wliicR he could never have 
gathered if he had travelled the beaten routes. 

it is not by delivering high-ppwered speeches in larger 
cities, that a leader comes into touch with his people. He 
and these circumstances of electioneering, serve to keep 
Ottawa completely out of touch with real life. 

Mackenzie King has initiated a much more practical 
procedure. He has passed up the lavish hospitality of the 
palaces, to reach the little people who have by their toil 
made possible such palaces as Canada may poseSss. He 
has doubtless obsefVed and heard sufficient to convince 
hinj of the burden which Western people are carrying. He 
has had 'abundance of evidence that the creators of Can¬ 
ada’s wealth, do not share in that wealth' to any adequate 
degree. It is hoped that he has caught illuminating 
glimpses of the want and privation that actually exist, 
because only through a realization by national leaders, of 
such condition*, can they be alleviated or removed. 

His tribute*to the courage and quality of the Western 
people is evidence that he recognizes that indomitable 
spirit which is carrying, on in spite of overwhelming odds. 
There is no doubt that Mr. King’s tour will be accepted by 
him as a great experience which should find expression in 
future legislation which he may advocate or evolve. He 
has been a welcome guest in the prairie provinces, and his 
unassuming method of getting acquainted has given him 
a much closer contact with the people, than he has ever 
before enjoyed.

FREEDOM OF SPEECH 


John Stuart Mill wrote an essay on liberty of thought 
and discussion, which stands as one of the high water 
marks of intellectual attainment in the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury. It has never been bettered. Since the question of 
freedom of speech provides much acrirhoniqus discussion 
at the present time, it might be well to reprint extracts, 
from the essay. 

“If all mankind, minus one, were of one opinion, and 
only one person were of the contrary opinion, mankind 
would be no more justified in silencing that one person, 
than he, if he had-the power, would .be justified in silenc¬ 
ing mankind. The peculiar evil of silencing the expres¬ 
sion of an opinion is that it is robbing the human race, 
those who dissent still more than those who hold if. If 
the opinion is right, they are deprived of the opportunity 
of exchanging error for truth; if wrong, they lose the 
clearer perception of truth, produced by a collision with 
error. * ' 

“For one thing, the opinion which it is attempted to 
suppress by authority, may possibly be true. Those who 
desire to suppress it, of course deny its truth; but they 
are not infallible. All silencing of discussion is an as¬ 
sumption of infallibility. 

“Albsolute princes or those accustomed to unlimited 
deference, usually feel complete confidence in their own 
infallibility on nearly all subjects. People more happily 
situated, who sometimes hear their opinions disputed, and 
are not unused to being set right, place the same reliance 
only on such of their opinions as are shared-by those to 
whom they defer, or their own world. And “the world” 
to each individual means the part of it with which he 
comes in contact; his party, his sect, his class in society. 
But the only way in which a human being can make some 
approach to knowing the whole of a subject is by hearing 
what can be said about it by persons of every variety of 
opinion. 

“The dictum that truth always triumphs over persecu¬ 
tion'is one of those pleasant falsehoods, which men repeat 
but which all experience refutes. History teems with in¬ 
stances of truth put down by persecution. 

“Why is it then, that there is on the whole a prepond¬ 
erance among mankind of rational opinions and rational 
conduct? If there really is, this preponderance, it is ow¬ 
ing to a quality of the human mind, th!at his errors are 
corrigible. He is capable of rectifying his mistakes by 
discussion and experience. Not by experience alone. 
There must be discussion to show how experience can be 
interpreted. 

“But he who knows only his own side of the case knows 
little of that. If he is unable to refute the reasons on the 
opposite side, or if he does not so much as know them, he 
has no ground for preferring either opinion. The rational 
position for him would be suspension of judgment, other¬ 
wise he is either led by authority, or has adopted the side 
to which he feels most inclination.

imagine the situation if thousands of young calves or 
horses were roving unclaimed up and down Canada. Some 
one would quickly slap a brand on them or herd them in¬ 
to corralls. They would represent money, a possible rev¬ 
enue. But thousands of young humans are wandering the 
country half fed and half clothed, and neither organized 
society nor individuals think enough of them to lay claim 
to them. They do not compare in value as a possession, 
with a cow or horse or even a pig. 

Society takes pride in having advanced in civilization 
beyond the days of slavery. Is there any great advance? 
Ill the era of slaves, there was quite a value set upon a 
human being. A good physical specimen cost money. He 
knew it, his owner knew it. He was worth something to 
somebody. Nowadays, when governments do step in and 
commandeer labor for constructive works, they do not 
present the value of that labor in any way that will bol¬ 
ster self respect or sense of value. They emphasize “re¬ 
lief” and costs and the charity element, instead of digni¬ 
fying the labor. The whole modern problem of unwanted 
humans, is approached on a plane that is low and deter¬ 
iorating to those unfortunate enough to come within- its 
scope. Our enormous unemployed population of Canada 
is reminded daily of the bitter fact that it is being kept 
alive only by the sufferance of fellow citizens. It is a 
cruel and terrible condition, possibly no better in some re¬ 
spects than slave days. 

Human stock, the highest of our live stock, has in the 
past few years developed as a national liability. It is as 
good stock as in the past. It has great possibilities which 
are becoming distorted or stagnant. It is a great national 
asset, growing unemployable and useless, ■ through pre¬ 
vailing treatment. 

Our Dominion Government has a Department for fish. 
It has a department for trees, one for mines, and a de¬ 
partment to bring so-called lower animals to the highest 
possible type. These departments are quick to act in any 
evidence of decay or deterioration in their speciel fie|d. Is 
it not time that there was a department of Human Hus¬ 
bandry, that would restore to man his proper place in the 
scheme of things, that would supercede all other depart-, 
nicnts, and that would bring to the highest point of value 
and usefulness, the 1 human stock that is being laid waste?

CROP ESTIMATE 


The Lethbridge Herald in its weekly crop report esti¬ 
mates a loss of three million bushels from frost in South¬ 
ern Alberta. 

Lethbridge railway division ' of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway company’s lines have a prospect of marketing 
18,000,000 bushels of wheat from the 1933 crop. 

“The Herald fears there will be a great deal of disap¬ 
pointment over the figures of the 193,T crop estimate pub¬ 
lished on Monday. The figures show that we will have 
less than half the wheat for shipment this year as com¬ 
pared to 1932-33, when marketings reached 39,000,000 
bushels, indicating the total crop produced was well over 
4°,000,000 bushels. 

“It was most unfortunate that, in the midst of the hot¬ 
test week of the year, a “black” frost should have des¬ 
cended into the heart of the great wheat-producing*area 
south of Calgary, embracing the Rlackie-V’ulcan-HigN'Ri¬ 
ver districts. It is in that area that we have our largest 
wheat block, and it is there that we always look for our 
greatest wheat tonnage. The frost was a blight which 
brought loss which we have estimated at 3,000,000 bush¬ 
els. It may be more or less, but it is serious enough, in 
any -event. 

“Fortunately for Lethbridge, the best crops' in the 
plains section centre about the city and in the south-east-

The oilfield at Longview Hill presents such an oppor¬ 
tunity for High Rivej to develop a connection, as may 
not occur again for many years. There are a number of 
companies drilling in this area, and there is a firm confi¬ 
dence in its productiveness. But, lying between the scene 
of operations and the old coal trail, is two miles of road 
that is almost prohibitive for travel. 

It is very much in the interest of businessmen of High 
River to get quick action on this piece of road, and there¬ 
by release to the town a considerable buying population. 
The field is young and in the early stage of oil develop¬ 
ment It has great possibilities, which could mean much 
to High River if immediate action were taken. 

The two mile strip which offers the greatest discourage¬ 
ment at present, would lie a' simple, undertaking. It could 
be built as a form of relief with labor from the surround¬ 
ing area, if necessary. In any event it could provide some 
solution of unemployment, and the unfinished parts of the 
Longview trail could also be incorporated -as a relief 
measure. A heavy engineering project involving contrac¬ 
tors, is not indicated. There is no reason apparently that

ambitious road building scheme, the need of a direct 
route from South Turner is so obvious, that something 
might be done. The direct road would serve all the coun¬ 
try east and south of here. It would serve the newer 
parts of the Valley in giving them a handy shopping 
point. It would serve High River in bringing to it a 
large and increasing volume of trade. 

The South Turner field should be of particular interest 
to the government, in the fact that 1280 acres of govern¬ 
ment land are being developed and promise to yield rich 
revenue. Every well drilled has a far-reaching effect on 
employment, both locally and through equipment required. 

From remarks made by Mr. Frank Lundy of Hoffer- 
Lundy yit is evident, that oil operators would be glad to 
avail themselves of the proximity to High River. In fact 
the attitude in the new field is surprise that this district 
is apparently not alert to its opportunity. 

Rather than let the two mile stretch of road continue as 
a barrier to the Ixmgview trail, it has been suggested 
that oil companies and government might split fifty-fifty 
in the expense which is estimated at about $200(1. If this 
were done, it is possible some further work might be 
assumed by the government along the entire trail.

Last week the Co-Operative Com- 
| nu'.tee of United Farmers urged the 
provincial government to take steps 
for immediate action to supply resi¬ 
dent farmers of dried-out areas with 
vegetables for human beings and 
fodder for cattle. 

.“There is an unusual demand for 
fodder for the moving of cattle from 
burnt-out regions to pastures," said 
Mr. Priestley, ‘in a large number of 
districts in eastern and southeastern 
Alberta, and a strip along the foot¬ 
hills where there are practically no. 
vegetables.” . I 

Composed of Mr. Priestley, chair\ 
man; H. B. Macleod, High River, and 
George Church, Balzac, the commit¬ 
tee was in session for some days.
